Received your list of Swedish coins a few days ago and 
have gone thru’ it very thoroughly. There is four coins I 
can’t place in Oldenburg or Stjernstedt. Either the date or 
description must be wrong. 

The coins in question are. 1592- 3 Mark Johan III could 
1 be 1590 -42 M M. or 2 Mark 1592 -37 M M. 

1646 Christina Rikd. does not tell from where? y50.00 
a would be too high tpr from Sweden and too low for Riga or 
Stralsund . 

1670 Chas. XI Grown could be 8 Mark . Also many of your 
dates has from 2 to 18 varieties with different ratings. 

Anyhow there are about 36 pieces amounting to between 
$750 and $800 that I could use^. In most cases where yours 
are finer than mine. But I don’t suppose you will consider 
anything like that. I also would be willing to pay some^ 
above your list to be able to pick just the few I need.Eut 
I have quite a lot of duplicates now and am no good at sell- 
ing coins, except to dealers and they pay about half, ^o 
the coins I keep would jqst cost me too much. Have had answer 
from three Swedish collections for sale. One very large-over 
1500- but they won’t split up.
